TO THE CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE CARDIFF PORT 
SANITARY AUTHORITY. 


LaDIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


I beg to submit the Annual Report on the health of seafaring men and the sanitation of the 
Port and the vessels arriving there in 1923. The traffic at the Port has again increased, and there 
has been a corresponding increase of exports and imports. It is satisfactory to be able to record 
that the number of cases of infectious disease has diminished. 


During the year, however, the recrudescence of smallpox in the United Kingdom and in 
some parts of Western Europe, gave rise to anxiety. Its prevalence in Portuguese ports, with which 
there is frequent and regular communication from Cardiff, necessitated more than usual vigilance, 
since the voyage occupies a much shorter time than the incubation period of the disease. 


I have again to thank Dr. J. J. Simpson, Keeper of Zoology, the Welsh National Museum, 
for continuing his valuable investigations of the type of flea infesting the rats found im this Port. 
The actual number of rats caught during the year has diminished, although there has been no 
slackening of the campaign against them, and this may be fairly attributed to the increasingly 
efficient methods of rat destruction adopted at all Ports throughout the world. Routine examinations 
post mortem by Dr. Parry Morgan, of rats found at the Port have failed to detect any evidence of 


plague. 


I have again to record my appreciation of the cordial co-operation of H.M. Collector of 
Customs, the Waterguard Superintendent and his staff, and the Chief of the G.W.R. (Docks) Police.

ships, arriving or otherwise, dealt with by the Port Sanitary Staff as well as those which definitely fall 
into the category of infections. Indeed, seamen suffering from diseases which are ultimately found to be 
non-infectious frequently require very close observation by the Staff because of the possibility of their 
illness being an obscure form of one or other of the dangerous infectious diseases.

PREVENTION OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES.—The Tables in this Section show, in accordance 


Further, the work of the Venereal Diseases Clinic at the Royal Hamadryad Seamen’s Hospital is 
recorded here, although it ranks for grant under the Venereal Diseases Scheme and not as a part of 
Port Sanitary Administration. The Clinic is strictly confined to bona fide seafaring men, and naturally 
falls within the province of port administration. I wish to emphasise the importance of this Clinic which 
does a great deal of very valuable work among a section of the population among whom these diseases are 
prevalent and who might otherwise prove a very great menace to the health of the community. 


Cardiff is particularly fortunate in having attached to its Port Clinic ten beds always available in a 


modern hospital, bed treatment being absolutely essential in the case of many seamen. 


The number of cases of acute infectious diseases remains at a fairly steady level. The apparent in- 
crease since 1918, shown in Table VI., is due to the increased number of diseases brought under the 
purview of the Department by the Public Health (Pneumonia, Malaria, Dysentery, etc.) Regulations, 1919.

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PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA, PLAGUE AND YELLOw Frver.—Examination for cases of 
cholera, plague, and yellow fever, and for evidence of rat infestation has been made of all vessels on arrival 
at H.M. Customs Boarding Stations during the day and night tides, whether directly or indirectly from 
infected or suspected ports. No vessel required to be dealt with in accordance with the Regulations of 
the Local Government Board of the gth September, 1907. 


Fisi33 HospitaAL AcCOMMODATION,—The Hospital at Flat Holm Island, where accommodation is pro- 
vided for sixteen patients suffering from cholera, yellow fever or plague, and for staff, administration, 
cremation, etc., has not been in use during the past year. It has, however, been kept in good order and 
readiness for use in any emergency. 


Rats AND Mick (Destruction) Act, 1919.—Continuous inspection was made and measures 
taken on and around the docks, premises, lands, etc, during the year under the Rats and Mice (Destruc- 
tion) Act, 1919, and as the result of baiting with poisons, 3,808 rats and 535 mice were found dead. During 
the year the rat-catcher was engaged on board 43 vessels and on 52 occasions in warehouses on the docks’ 
and the total number of rats caught and subsequently destroyed amount to 2,413. 


Nine notices were served on Masters of vessels under the above Act. 


The Bacteriologist (Dr. Parry Morgan) examined 156 rats caught on vessels or in warehouses 
for evidence of Plague, the result being negative in each case ; while 83 rats were examined for classifica- 
tion and for the purpose of identification of the fleas infesting them, by Dr. Jas. J. Simpson, Roepe of 
Zoology, Welsh National Museum, whose report is included in this section. 


Enquiries are made on board every vessel arriving as to the presence of rats or as to abnormal 


infestation or unusual mortality among them.

METHODS OF Rat DESTRUCTION IN THE CITY OF CARD1FF.—In the City, as distinct from the 
Port of Cardiff, no rat-catcher is regularly employed, but baits are regularly laid by sewermen and the 
Assistant Sanitary Inspectors in sewers, cana! banks, and other places likely to be infested with rats. 
Assistance and advice is also given to any person whose premises are infested, and pressure is applied where 
necessary in virtue of powers afforded by the Rats and Mice (Destruction) Act, 1919. It is an interesting 
fact that, whereas the rats caught in vessels and warehouses at the Docks are consistently of the black 
variety, those found in the City are mostly brown. There is therefore no evidence that the rat population 
at the Docks is being replenished from the town.

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PREVENTION AND TREATMENT OF VENEREAL DISEASE. 


Regulations relating to this disease were made by the Local Government Board on the 12th 
July, 1916, enabling the Local Authority to make arrangements with the managers of hospitals approved 
by the Board for the treatment of venereal disease, and special instructions were issued with 'respect to the 
treatment of sailors coming within the jurisdiction of Port Sanitary Authorities. 


In accordance with a scheme submitted to the Board by the Local Authority, arrangements 
were made with the Managers of the Royal Hamadryad Seamen’s Hospital for the out-patient and in- 
patient treatment of venereal disease amongst sailors.

The foregoing tables afford evidence of useful work performed by the Officers of the Port 
Sanitary Authority, and show that the Inspection of Shipping in the Port has resulted in a great 
improvement in the sanitary condition of the floating population. 
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The chief defects found on’ board ships were :- 7 efective side ports and prisms, bulkheads, floors, 
hawse pipes and cable casings, defective stoves, funnels and flanges, ventilator cowls and ventilation, 
lighting and drainage, leaky decks, defective or unlined iron decks over bunks, causing damp beds, etc., 


defective lamps, water tanks and casks, also defective wacter closets. 


Very little difficulty has been experienced in obtaining compliance with the requirements of the 


Inspectors.

FOOD INSPECTION. 


Inspection of food is becoming a matter of increasing importance at Cardiff as the result of 
the efforts to increase the quantity of food imported at the docks, The power to deal with unsound food 
is derived from Regulations issued in terms of the Public Health (Regulations as to Food) Act, 1907, 
which are primarily intended to prevent the passage into consumption of food likely to be harmful to 
human beings. In practice, however, it is sometimes difficult to decide whether articles of food obviously 
unsound are likely to be detrimental to health or not. The policy adopted by the Department is to 
assume, where any doubt exists, that unsound food will have this effect, while observing the importance 
of preserving from destruction any food which, although abnormal, is not likely to give rise to any

INSPECTIONS UNDER THE DISEASES OF ANIMALS ACTS, 1894 To 1918. 


(a) THE CANINE ANIMALS ORDER, 1909, AND THE IMPORTATION OF DoGs ORDER, 1914 
AND 1918.—During the year ended December 31st, 1923, one Jackal, one Fox and 982 Dogs were 
imported from foreign countries by ships, either directly or indirectly. 


These ships were visited regularly during their stay in Port to see that the requirements of 
the Order were carried out. 


Proceedings were taken in two instances against the Masters of vessels for infringement of 
the Importation of Dogs Order, 1914. £2 3s. 6d., fines and costs were imposed. 


(b) ForEIGN ANIMALS ORDER, 1910.—During the year, twenty-three vessels arrived at this 
Port with the following animals on board, from scheduled countries, either directly or indirectly, 
viz. :—Cattle 4; Sheep 17; Goats 4; Swine 26.

Section 3 of the Canal Boats Act of 1884, provides that it shall be the duty of every Registra- 
tion or Sanitary Authority within whose district any Canal or part of a Canal is situate, to enforce within 
such District the Provisions of the Principal Act, and this Act, and any Regulations made thereunder by 
the Ministry of Health, and every such Authority shall within twenty-one days after the 31st day of 
December in every year, make a report to the Ministry of Health as to the execution of the Principal Act, 
and this Act, and of the Regulations made thereunder, as aforesaid, and as to steps taken by such Authority 
during the year to give effect to the Provisions of the said Acts and Regulations.
